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Washington, March 28.— The third 
day of fighting, ending last evening, 
north of Manila brought little of a de­ 
cisive character from which war depart­ 
ment officials coaid judge what the final 
outcome of this movement would be. In 
all official qoart-er* the most intense in­ 
terest prevailed, but there was no excite­ 
ment and non© of that anxiety and ten­ 
sion shown during the memorable days 
of lost summer when the decisive blows 
were being struck at Santiago. 
Gener­ 
al Otis cabled the war department a 
brief but comprehensive dispatch sum­ 
ming up the situation 
Is disclosed that 
never© fighting was going on yesterday, 
with our forces ad vs-cfd as far north a- 
Marl I na, while the insurgents, und**r 
the command of Aguinaldo, were being 
driven back with considerable slaughter. 
This satisfied the officials that the strat­ 
egic movement of entrapping the insur­ 
gents between onr lines had not proved 
os successful os designed, and that the 
move had now shifted to a retreat by 
Aguinaldo** fan-et and a pursuit by our 
troops. 
The insurgent retreat toward Maloins 
was slow and dogged, and advantage 
was taken of one aft or another of the 
lines of int ranchmen ta, the burning of 
bridges and the interrupting of com­ 
munications. 
General Otis* dispatch 
was sent lost evening (Manila time) and 
summed up the work of the three days. 
That the fighting would proceed into 
tbs fourth day was shown by his closing 
sentence; “The column will proas on 
in the morning. ’’ 
This refers to today. 
The engagement has now shaped it­ 
self so that it is looked upon as more of 
a chan* than the excretion of a strategic 
n or em cut. 
With the American base 
advanced to Manic#*, and the insurgent 
lias.* forced batik to Malokw, the main 
bodies of the two opposing forces are 
about IO or I* miles apart 
This could 
be quickly covered in a forced march 
under fair conditions, Isnt it Is IS miles 
of innumerable difficulties and obsta­ 
cle*. which our troops mast cover before 
they reach the insurgent stronghold. 
It is expected that every mile of the 
distance to Maillot will be contested by 
the insurgents, for General Otis reports 
that it is a stretch of country covered 
with the in trench meats thrown up dar­ 
ing the lost three months. 
Our men, 
therefore, must advance slowly, repair­ 
ing the roads as they go, and, at the 
same time they must fight their way 
through well mode rebel in trench inc rn a 
Serious as the work is, there is no 
lack of confidence among officials as to 
the satisfactory outcome of the cam­ 
paign. 
Maloios is the insurgent capital 
where the assembly has been sitting 
and the insurgent government has been 
in operation. 
It represents more to the 
insurgent* than any other {dace in the 
Philippines, and little doubt is enter­ 
tained tnat they will make a d^*fw*rftte . 
stand there. 
The war department is hurrying more 
troops to Manila as fast as possible.

short time ago the Zealandia and Puebla 
left Son Francisco with the Ninth in­ 
fantry, bound to Manila. 
By April I 
four transports are expected to arrive at 
San Francisco from Manila, and they 
will return with reinforce monte for Otis 
about the lflth of that month. The Han­

While the casualty list is a source of 
profound regret, in army quarters it is 
said to be comparatively low consider­ 
ing the number of men engaged and the 
duration of the action. This is accounted 
for by the long range shooting of th© in­ 
surgents, who do not shoot at a mark, 
but in the general direction of our lines. 
While these stray ballets do con si doable 
havoc in our lines, it is far less than the 
result* (»f clone range volleys from solid 
ranks of insurgents in the open, or from 
a considerable number of sharpshooters. 
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B o u g h t Spain's Gunboats.

“Have purchased all gunboats 
in Philippines of Spain—18 in number— 
now at Zamboanga.

nila. 
They will be sent fear this week."

Washington, March 28.—The lively 
discussion of .Samoan affairs in the for­ 
eign pres* seems to be the sequel to the 
developments of last week, which havo 
not been followed by any material change 
in the situation. 
Secretary Hay has 
held further conferences with Ambassa­ 
dor \ on HoUeben of Germany and Sir 
Juliau Panncefote, the British ambassa­ 
dor, but these, it is stated quite positive­ 
ly, have not advanced the subject to a 
settlement. 
The Berlin report in one of 
tho London papers, to the effect that tho 
Germans had determined to abandon 
the support of King Mataafa in ordor to 
induce the United States to withdraw 
Chief Justice Chambers, is not borne 
out by any propositions made here. 
It is the viewnf the state department 
that if the Germans withdraw support 
from Mataafa the trouble would prac­ 
tically be over, as the kingship is at the 
bottom of the present affair.
